When that task was done, and 1 had made an 
end of all my work, F got me to my lodging; 
and as I paſt along, I found all out of order e re- 
ry thing out of his proper place, all the doors 
open: the Cup that was fallen down on the 
floor, I fortunately ſtumbled on; it ſilently ſee- 
med to intreat me, that I would doe it that cur- 
teſie to take it up; I ſtooped down unto it, to 
do it that friendly office, looking in the mean 
while round about me, to ſee whether any mans

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but when I ſaw the Coaſt was clear, that there 
was not any body living thereabouts, ſo that 
no man could detect me, I put it up, and ſoft- 
ly ſtole away. 

And having ſecured this theft, away went I 
back again to the Kitchen, where I found work 
enough to do till it was night, about which 
time my Maſter came thither, terribly pained 
in his belly, and his temples. And finding there 
but one only fire · brand lying on the Harth, he 
would needs cudgel my Coat therewith, {col 
ding and railing at me, telling me that I wa- 
ſted too much wood, and that I would never 
leave, till I had fired his houſe. Supper was 
made ready and orderly ſerved in, which being 


ended, and all things done that ſhould be done, | 


we went to bed. But I found my Miſtreſſe in 
an ill taking, her countenance ſad and heavy, 
her eyes caſt down to the ground, and full of 
tears, her heart ſwoln with grief, all was out 
of tune with her, and not ſo much as one word 
that came from her, till my Maſter was gone 
to bed. And then I made bold to ask her, what 
was the matter that ſheqragis melancholy. She 
She anſwered, O'my Gasbeniro, (Son of my 
Soul) a great evil, a great misfortune hath be- 
faln me, wretched woman that 1 am, curſed:

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But feigning my ſelf to be very ſenſible of her 


affliction, and that it griey'd me muchto-ſee 
her ſo ſurprized with grief, I began to domfort 
her, and to perſwade her (all that I could) that 
her impatience might not force ſuch words 
from her, as l heard het but now utter, reque- 
ſting her, that ſhe Would lay open the weund, 
& tell me what ſhe ayid, & make me a ſharer in 
this her miſery, promiſing ( in all that little that 
I was able to do) to do as much for her, as I 
would for mine own Mother.

But it teemed na- 
to her, that it would be very unfitting for her 
to go from home, and that all alone, and ſi ear - 
ly in the morning, fearing leſt her HGsband 
might chance to know it, who was very jealous 
of her, and would think ſhe had gte a gad- 
ding to ſome worſer purpoſe. Wherypon ſhe in- 
treated me of all Loves, even for Gods ſake, that 
I would go my ſelf to ſee and I copld get ſuch a- 


not her as that was; and as for the money, ſhe | 


had enough of her own ſtore to pay for it. This 
was &en as I would have it, it hit as pat as a pud- 
ding to a Friers mouth. 1 could not ha* wiſhe 
it to have faln out better; for I Had already be- 
gun to deviſe and caſt with my ſelf, to whom, or 
how might ſe!t ie, and what chapman Imighe 
beſt find out to buy it of me; for if they ſhould 


come to {can my perſon, they might eaſily be 


induced to believe, that I had ſtoln is. 

But this buſineſs falling out ſo luckily, and all 
things ſorting fo well with me, went amongſt 
the Gold- ſmiths, and ſpake to one of them, 
that he would make clean this Plate, take out 
che ſtains, and beat out the dents, for it had ta- 
ken ſome knocks in the fall; I agreed with him 
for ewo Royals, for which price he finiſhed his 


work, and made it look as freſh, as if it had been

And this ſeemed to her, as if it had been but 
one poor blank, conſidering the great deſire 
which ſhe had to be freedfro thartrouble wher- 
in ſhe was.

mine owa advantage, that every mans part 
ſhould daily come ſhort two Ounces in weight. 
The Steward he would anſwer for himſelf, that 
the fleſh did ſhrink and dry away, and though 
hereceived full weight; and the ſcales true, yet 
there could not chuſe but be ſome loſs therein, 
by cutting it out afterwards into ſo many ſeve-

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ral pieces, for Commons, which might very 
well take up a ſixt part, Your Cook, your But- 
ler, your Purveyour, and moſt of all your Offie 
cers, they do all of them filtch and ſteal, and ſtick 
not to ſay, it is their Fees, and that it belongs of 
right unto them, and this they ſo openly and im- 
pudently maintain, as if they had the Kings let- 
ters Patents to ſhe u for it. oft 1 
There was never yet any kitchingboy fo. foo- 
{iſh or ſo unlucky, but that he would make ſhife 
to meet with che Giblets of your Geeſe, your 
Hens, & your Capons, with the Hacks of à game 
mon of Bacon, your flaps, Kidnies, and fat of the 
ſhoulders and loyns of Mutton, your Pigs peti- 
tees, your Calves- feet, Ljyers, Giſards, ſweet- 
breads, Sauces, Spices, Snow, Wine, Sugar,Oyl, 
Honey, Candles, Coles, and Wood, not {paring 
the yer y Aſhes, nor any thing elſe, (were it Vi- 
neger. Muſtard, A nnis-ſecd, Carrowaies;) from 
that which was moſt neceſſary, even to thoſe of 
ſmalleſt moment, which are daly ſpent in a great 
When 1 came thither firſt, I confeſſe there 
was, no man would truſt me farther: than they 
ſaw me, they had no great confidence of meʒbut 
by giczie and little, I got into credit by:degrees, 
firſt pleaſing this man, then contenting thatm 
and in fins, being willing to ſerve all, in all that 
I was able: for he muſt have a care to pleaſe all, 
that will have all men to pleaſe him. To gain 
friends, is a putting forth of Mony co Intrreſt, & 
the ſowing of ſeed in a fruitfull ſoyl.

things wherein 1 miglit put my ſelf forward, I. 

was never flochfull; I did never give way to any

my chief ſtudy, to have peace with all men, be- 
cauſe it is the daughter of Humility: If ill com- 
pany had not done me harm, I had begun well, 
and gone on better; I had wherewithall to eat, 
to drink, to laugh, and to be merry, and might 
have paſſed this catroer of my life, with a great 
deal of content. Manytimes duben I had ended 
my buſineſſe) I would take a nap. But hen there 
was nothing to be done at home, your Lackies 
and Pages of the Court, being a company of 
Crack · ropes and notable Waps, would make 
me free of the frying Pan, ſright me with ſnakes, 
hang on my back, and weigh me down, crying 
More ſacks to the Mill; It by chance they found 
me afleep, they would clap a fly made of Waxu» 
pon the inſtep of myſhoo, and letting it burn 
there til ſnoo and Skin were both ſcorched, and 
when I begun to ſtir and ſtreteh, then would 
their knavery break forth, and cry Fire, firs, 
fire.

or no, and had the art of taking up, and were in 
the number of thoſe that ſtill take up, and ner 
lay down, But becauſe I knew their meaning, 
& had found out the trick that they would fain 
put upon me, I ſaid with my ſelf, It will not ſerve 
your turn; I am too crafty a curr, to be taken 
with this bone; you muſt throw it out to ſome 
other dog, you ſhall do no good with it on me: 
you have miſt your mark(my Maſters)you have

I fiſtht & ſtole whatſotre 
came in my way, but ſtill carried it ſo cunningly, 
that no man could have cauſe to ſuſpect me 

For thoſe things that appertained to my 
charge, I was wonderfull prompt and diligent, 


albeit my Maſter had been careleſſe in willing 
me to do this, or that; And when there was any 


work 0 be done, I never ſtood looking, when 
my 
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my Maſter would bid me go about it, I would 
fave him that labour. l was the formoſt of all my 
fellows, when Birds were brought in, to fall to 
plucking off their feathers, to ſcowr the Spits, 
to make clean the Veſſels , to ſweep the houſe, 
to make, and blow the fire, without ſaying to a: 
nother, Doe it you. And me thought it was a 
fine kind of deceiving of the time, to do that by 
fair means, which I muſt otherwiſe have done 
perforce. I was ever in action; I had ſcarce made 
an end of pulling my Birds, but I preſently run 
me to the Morter,and fell a pounding of Sawces, 
ſome for my boy}'d meats, ſome for my Roſt;all 
my Iron Vtenſils about rhe Kitchin, as Spits, 
Andirons, Tongs, Fire-ſhovell, Pot-hooks, and 
the like, kept ſo neat & ſo clear, that they lockt 
like ſo many Sword-blades,whereon the Cutlers 
hand had ſer a delicate glaſs;myPots & my Pans, 
why you might have wiped chem with a Cloak 
of Velvet; my Skimmers, my Ladles, and my 
Fleſh-books, were (like Barbers Looking · glaſ- 
ſes,) curiouſly kept in their Caſes, and hung 
up upon ſeveral nails, as all things elſe that were 
of uſe had their peculiar. place appointed for 
them,that they might be ready ſtill at hand,wlic 
need ſhould ſerve, without being driven to ſeck 
ſor one thing in one corner, and another in ano» 
ther, bearing ſtill in my mind, how and where 1 
had plac'd them. +, 
In a word, every thing bad its deputed place, 
with much diligence, and very good order, At 


my ſpare hours, when 1 had nothing to doe 
(which were likely in the Eveniog ) far then 1 
was uſually at leiſure, the Offic ers ofthe houſe

IId amongſt a company of Wolves, andT |

great deal of dry * ſtanding by, the fire ou Cage · 
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takes hold of the brands, and they communica- 
ted their flames to their fellows ; ſo that to- 
wards midnight, all that quarter of the houſe 
was burnt, and not perceived, ſo faſt they ſlept, 
It was the Veſpers of S. John; and the Teniente 
uſing to round the Town to prevent diſorder, 
diſcovered the fire, which led him to Claudio his 
houſe, where they knock'd, but in vain ; ſome 
being weary, others drunk, they all ſlept hard:
